How 
many  families,  where  there  is  scarcely  the  an¬ 
nual  pxprnfHfure  of  a  dollar  in  religious  books, 
might  be  encouraged  to  an  ettort  in  this  wujr, 
which  would  for  ever  after  provide  a  source  ol 
rational  amusement  and.  godly  instruction  ;  and 
might  imbue  with  religious  principles  those 
youthful  minds  which  ignorance  would  other¬ 
wise  enslave,  and  vice  incurably  corrupt ! 

Thirdly.  All  conscientious  Episcopalians 
must  feel  a  solicitude  to  disseminate  the  princi¬ 
ples,  and  promote  the  interests  of  their  church; 
and  it  is  hoped  they  would  perceive  in  this  So¬ 
ciety  the  most  effectual  means  of  accomplishing 
these  objects.  So  far  as  truth  might  be  advanced, 
and  the  prosperity  of  the  Church  secured,  by 
means  of  the  Press,  those  objects  would  be  ef¬ 
fected  by  the  labours  of  such  a  society.  The 
principles  thereby  disseminated  would  have 
their  silent  and  gradual,  but  irresistible  and  de¬ 
cisive,  influence  upon  the  public  tnind;  and  ge¬ 
nerations  yet  unborn  would  reap  their  salutary 
effects. 

Fourthly.  Another  motive  which  would  strong¬ 
ly  influence  pious  and  ingenuous  minds,  is  a 
regard  for  the  interests  of  truth  in  genered. 
Such  persons  will  perceive,  with  pain,  the 
alarming  prevalence  of  errors  in  opinion,  and 
the  consequent  increase  of  immorality.  A  little 
reflection  will  convince  them,  that  the  Press  is 
the  most  cft'ectual  means,  in  aid  of  the  Pulpit, 
for  correcting  the  one  and  restraining  the  other; 
and  that  by  contributing  to  the  funds  of  this 
Society,  they  would  employ  that  aid  to  the 
greatest  advantage;  as  they  would  thereby  ena¬ 
ble  it  to  diffuse  among  all  classes  of  the  com¬ 
munity,  cither  by  sales,  or  by  gratuitous  distri¬ 
bution,  that  kind  of  religious  information  which 


U  would  present 


is  best  calculated  to  arm  against  error  those  who 


are  now  defenceless;  to  disarm  the  hercsiurch, 
by  anticipating  his  attack;  and  to  recover  many 
whom  cant  and  hypocrisy  have  deceived,  whom 
‘-‘mhistry  and  assurance  have  misled,  and  whom 
error  and  vice  have  infected.

lence  would  induce  many  to  subscribe  to  such 
an  institution,  lie  who  should  do  so,  would 
not  only  derive  an  advantage  from  it  in  a  pecu¬ 
niary,  intellectual,  and  moral  point  of  view — 
in  liis  own  person,  and  in  his  family;  but,  at 
his  death,  would  leave  to  posterity  a  little  lega¬ 
cy  of  sixty  dollars,  as  a  perpetual  charity,  which, 
in  the  manner  hereafter  described,  would,  from 
year  to  year,  extend  to  the  ignorant  and  poor 
the  mcitnsof  instruction  and  salvation.  Long 
after  his  return  to  the  dust,  this  little  bequest 
would  still  be  annually  diffusing  light  and  truth 
among  men,  and  bringing  glory  to  (iod.  Though 
ilead,  he  would  still  speak — though  his  name 
should  perish  from  the  records  of  his  race,  he 
would  still  be  their  benefactor,  as  being  the 
means,  in  the  hand  of  God,  of  turning  many  to 
righteousness. 

Presenting  to  Episcopalians  all  these  motives 
to  contribute  to  its  support,  it  is  confidently 
believed,  that  the  proposed  Society  could  not 
want  supporters.  He  who  would  benefit  him¬ 
self,  anil  his  family,  and  the  Church,  and  the 
generation  that  now  is,  and  the  generations  to 
come,  would  be  impelled  by  all  these  con¬ 
siderations  to  yield  it  his  patronage.  So  long 
as  the  love  of  ourselves,  or  the  love  of  our 
neighbour,  or  the  love  of  God,  retains  its  hold 
upon  our  hearts,  it  could  not  want  patrons. 
Every  accession  to  its  ranks  would  necessarily 
increase  its  funds.  Death  itself,  which  robs 
other  societies  of  their  supporters,  would  in¬ 
crease  the  wealth  of  this!  Every  claim  which 
it  extinguished,  would  augment  a  fund  conse¬ 
crated  to  perpetual  charity!  This  fund  would 
increase  so  long  as  light  and  truth  should  be 
needed  in  any  part  of  our  land-  We  may  pre¬ 
sume,  that  after  a  few  years'  experience  of  the 
utility  of  such  an  Institution,  it  would  never 
have  less  than  2000  living  subscribers.  Every 
death  in  this  body  would  add  a  new  share  to  the 
unburdened  part  of  the  charity.  That  number 
of  claims  would  be  extinguished  every  twenty 
years.  Who  can  calculate,  without  astonish¬ 
ment,  the  result  of  such  an  accumulative  pro¬ 
cess  in  the  allotted  period  of  human  life! 

We  will  now,  more  particularly,  consider 
this  proposed  Society  as  a  charitable  institu¬ 
tion. 

First.  It  may,  in  fact,  be  considered  as  j 
charitable  institution  in  relation  to  the  subscri 
bers  themselves,  whom  it  would  supply  with 
the  most  approved  books  in  our  language  at  one 
third  of  their  value,  and  in  relation  to  Auxiliary 
Societies,  which  it  might  furnish  with  books  at 
cost. 

Secondly.  It  would  make  provision  for  the 
gratuitous  distribution  of  books  to  the  poor,  in 
that  portion  of  the  proceeds  of  the  sales  of 
books  which  might  remain  after  defraying  its 
contingent  expenses,  and  in  the  income  of  the 
shares  which  would  fall  in  by  the  death  of  the 
holders.  These  "uuld  goon  become  more  than 
sufficient  to  supply  this  demand;  and  furnish  » 
surplus  revenue,  which  might  beappronriated— 
Thirdly f-io  the  support  of  Missionaries.  No 
appropriations,  however,  should  be  made  to  this 
object  from  the  Permanent  Fund,  until 
should  amount  to  at  least  $100,000.  The 
adoption  of  such  a  rule  would  have  a  tendency 
to  accelerate  the  creation  of  the  fund  required 


presell  I  a  forcible  motive  to  the 
friends  of  the  Church  to  become  subscribers  to 
the  Society;  and  would  invite  liberal  benefac¬ 
tions  from  the  wealthy.  That  fund  would  be 
accumulated  in  less  than  twenty  years,  by  the 
fallin*’’  in  of  shares  alone,  independently  ot  the 
donations,  bequests,  and  surplus  profits  of  sales, 
upon  which  the  Society  might  reasonably  cal¬ 
culate. 

Fourthly.  When  the  Permanent  Fund  should 
have  grown  to  a  sufficient  amount,  the  Society 
might  extend  its  fostering  care  to  needy 
Churches,  by  assisting  them  in  the  support  of 
their  pastors,  and  the  erection  of  places  of 
worship.  To  the  support  of  pastors  it  might 
contribute,  by  the  investment  of  a  few  hundred 
dollars  of  the  Permanent  Fund,  in  the  pur¬ 
chase  of  small  glebes,  in  such  situations  as 
would  be  convenient  for  their  residence;  to  be 
temporarily  set  apart  for  that  purpose,  during  the 
pleasure  of  the  Society,  and  on  such  terms  as 
the  necessities  of  the  Church,  in  the  judgment 
of  the  Society,  might  require. 

There  are  strong  reasons  for  the  investment 
of  a  considerable  portion  of  the  funds  of  such  a 
society  in  lands,  independent  of  the  charitable 
operation  of  such  a/i  arrangement.  They 
would  be  thereby  rendered  more  secure;  and 
loss,  by  the  constant  depreciation  of  the  circu¬ 
lating  medium,  and  the  consequent  increase  of 
the  nominal  value  of  real  estate,  would  be  pre¬ 
vented.  In  no  country  w^as  ever  this  deprecia¬ 
tion  of  the  currency  so  rapid  as  in  our  own.  It 
is  highly  important,  therefore,  to  protect  the 
funds  of  an  institution  formed  for  a  growth  of 
ages,  by  investing  them  m  an  unchanging  pro¬ 
perty. 

To  conclude.  The  striking  and  peculiar 
advantages  of  this  plan  are  the  following: — 

First.  It  systematically  employs  the  press  as 
an  engine  for  counteracting  error,  diffusing 
truth,  and  promoting  the  Church. 

Secondly.  It  extends  its  benefits  to  all  classes 
of  the  community,  the  rich  as  well  as  the  poor. 

Thirdly.  In  the  scope  of  its  operations  may 
be  embraced  all  that  is  profound  in  Theology; 
all  that  is  persuasive  in  Morals;  all  that  is 
elegant  in  Literature;  and  all  that  is  useful  in 
Science. 

Fourthly.  It  does  not  rely  for  its  support  on 
any  species  of  taxation.  It  creates  its  own 
funds;  and  returns  more  than  an  equivalent 
for  the  patronage  it  receives. 

Fifthly.  Resting  upon  the  foundation  of  a 
Permanent  Fund,  it  will  not  languish  through 
the  apathy  of  its  Hiends,  nor  be  retarded  in  its 
operations  by  the  fluctuations  of  the  currency. 

Sixthly.  It  is  calculated  to  have  a  salutary 
influence  upon  the  public  taste,  by  furnishing 
jt  with  the  most  intellectual  fare. 

And,  finally^  it  would  have  a  tendency  to 
concentrate  the  efforts  and  resources  of  Epis¬ 
copalians.  'i'here  would  then  be  no  occasion 
to  look  aliroad  for  the  most  interesting  olijects 
of  a  charitable  munificence.  Here  would  be  a 
charitable  institution,  comprehensive  in  its 
design,  efficient  in  its  opeialions,  and  contain¬ 
ing  in  itself  the  principles  of  immortality  and 
perpetual  increase.  And  here  the  active  would 
find  a  fiehl  for  their  exertions,  and  the  benevo¬ 
lent  a  ch.aniief  in  whicli  tlieir  bounties  might 
flow,  and  water,  and  fertili/.c  the  vineyard  of 
tiud,  until  the  |irriiiiiiil  >ihitiild  lie  re-

At  the  present  time,  my  attention  has  been 
directed  to  the  subject  of  the  collects  before 
sermon,  in  consequence  of  a  notice  which  was 
given  out  in  Christ  Church,  and,  I  presume, 
in  St.  Peter’s  and  St.  James’  Churches,  in  this 
city,  on  Sunday  last.  It  is  well  known,  all 
over  our  country,  that  the  Right  Rev.  Bishop 
White,  presiding  Bishop  of  the  House  of 
Bishops,  fs  the  Rector  of  these  churches.  I 
have  obtained  a  copy  of  the  notice;  and,  while 
it  speaks  his  sentiments  as  one  of  the  House  of 
Bishops,  it  shows  his  practice  as  Rector: — 

“  The  congregation  are  desired  to  take  no¬ 
tice  that,  from  this  time,  the  sermon  will  be 
delivered  without  a  preparatory  prayer:  it 
being  the  most  strictly  Conformable  to  the  Ru¬ 
bric,  and  unquestionably  intended  in  the  ori¬ 
ginal  compiling  of  the  Liturgy.” 

In  conformity  to  this  notice,  the  Bishop  him¬ 
self,  in  Christ  Church,  commenced  his  ser¬ 
mon,  without  the  usual  introductory  prayer. 

Now,  this  is  evidently  in  strict  conformity 
to  the  Rubric,  as  will  be  seen  by  a  slight  exa¬ 
mination.  The  Rubric  alluded  to,  is  contained 
in  what  is  called  the  Ante-communion  Service. 
After  the  epistle  and  gospel  have  been  read, 
there  are  three  rubrics,  the  first  of  which  I  do 
not  profess  to  understand,  v4z. — that  which 
relates  to  the  reading  of  the  Nicene  creed. 
The  second  rubric,  relates  to  the  notices  which 
are  to  be  given,  and  then  comes  the  rubric,  re¬ 
lating  to  the  sermon,  as  follows — “Then,” 
that  is  after  the  epistle  and  gospel,  (and  no¬ 
tices,  if  any,)  “shall  follow  the  sermon,”  &c. 
Now,  here  nothing  is  said  relative  to  any 
prayer  in  the  pulpit,  and,  consequently,  the 
most  close  interpretation  of  the  rubric,  shuts 
it  out. 

I  confess  that  I  like  the  practice  now  com¬ 
menced,  for  three  special  reasons. 

First.  The  use  of  a  collect  or  two,  at  the 
most,  before  sermon,  or  a  collect  and  the 
Lord’s  Prayer,  is  so  short  a  period  for  prayer, 
in  public,  that  the  people  hardly  ever  get  into

1  irlanced  over  one  and  read  a  lew  lines; — 


a  proper  posture  of  prayer,  and  it  does  not 


appear  to  me,  that  the  mind  will  readily  adapt 
itself  to  the  exercise  in  so.  brief  a  space,  and 
while  there  is  the  usual  bustle  attendant  on  the 
close  of  singing  and  preparation  for  hearing 
the  sermon. 

Second.  The  use  of  a  prayer  in  the  pulpit 
previous  to  the  sermon,  seems  to  me  at  variance 
with  the  genius  of  our  service.  The  desk,  is 


Some  few  months  ago  I  had  occasion  to  make 
journey  to  one  of  our  northern  cities,  and 


a  journey  to  one  of  our  northern  cities, 
having  heard  that  my  kinsman  and  college  chum, 
NV  illoughby,  had  been  called  from  a  flourishing 
and  spiritual  congregation  in  the  country  to  one 
ol  the  large  churches  of  that  city,  I  resolved  to 
go  to  hear  him  preach.  Having  ascertaineil 
that  he  was  to  fill  tlie  pulpit  on  Sunday  evening, 
I  accordingly  attended.  The  church  was  large 
and  splendid.  I  obtained  a  seat  as  near  to  Wil¬ 
loughby  as  I  could.  His  appearance  was  con¬ 
siderably  altered.  He  had  lost  the  freshness  of 
complexion  he  possessed  in  the  country;  he 
was  thin  and  wan.  His  eyes  were  sunken; 
time  had  thinned  the  flowing  honours  of  his 
head;  and  time,  and  probably  in  a  still  greater 


degree,  care  had  furrowed  .his  forehead  with 


ileep  indentations.  I  could  not  help  being  sur¬ 
prised  when  he  pronounced  his  text.  His  voice 
appeared  changed.  Whether  he  had  fallan 
into  the  fashionable  pronunciation  among  ora¬ 
tors,  or  whether  he  conceived  it  more  consonant 
with  the  dignity  of  the  pulpit  to  assume  a 
mouthing  delivery,  his  enunciation  of  the  text 
and  of  the  exordium  was  different  from  the  art¬ 
less  and  Tillotsonian  style  which  had  marked 
his  earlier  mode  of  preaching.  ^  There  was  too 
much  attempt  at  effect,  too  much  display  of  self, 
too  much  consciousness  of  what  was  expected 
of  him,  too  great  a  desire  to  please  the  fastidi¬ 
ous  and  fashionable  part  of  the  congregation. 
His  tones  and  his  pauses  were  no  doubt  secun¬ 
dum  artem^  but  I  could  not  avoid  regretting 
that  he  did  not  follow  the  simple  method  which 
had  been  so  blessed  by  the  Lord  at  Shenstone. 
Alter  being  some  time  attracted  by  his  delivery, 

I  adverted  with  much  interest  to  the  matter  of 
his  discourse.  His  sermon  was  not  extempora¬ 
neous,  as  were  his  former  discourses;  it  was 
written.  And  I  was  sorry  to  observe  that  there 
was  not  that  same  depth  of  thought,  that  fund 
of  evangelical  matter,  that  copious  dwelling  on 
the  doctrines  of  grace,  for  which,  some  years 
previous,  his  fame  was  in  all  the  churches.  His 
emphases  were  more  correct,  his  intonations 
were  more  judicious,  his  readings  more  rhetori¬ 
cal;  but  at  times  there  could  be  discovered  a 
studious  desire  to  please,  an  attention  to  style 
excessive  and  uncalled  for,  which  had  a  tenden¬ 
cy  to  obstruct  the  religious  emotions  of  the 
devout,  and,  indeed,  to  cramp  and  give  an  air 
of  stiffness  to  his  whole  manner.  His  sermon 
evidently  had  too  much  ornament;  there  was 
too  great  an  exuberance  of  metaphor.  And  it 
seemed  to  have  been  written  in  haste,  and  with 
a  dependance  on  past  stores,  instead  of  being 
fraught  with  treasures  freshly  drawn  from  the 
rich  mine  of  scriptural  lore. 

1  he  next  day  1  determined  to  pay  him  a  friend¬ 
ly  visit.  1  rang  his  bell  about  the  middle  of  the 
afternoon.  I  was  ushered  into  a  parlour  by  a  ser¬ 
vant,  who  informed  me  Mr.  Willoughby  was 
lying  down.  I  coulclnot  help  shaking  my  head 
when  surveying  the  gay  furniture  which  graced 
his  parlour.  “  Things  were  not  thus  at  Shen- 


‘  Rev.  Sir, —  I  thought  I  perceived  from  your 
sermon  last  Sunday  morning,  that  you  levelled 
your  censures  particularly  at  me  and  my  fami¬ 
ly.  Your  personal  allusions,  sir’ — Pshaw  I

Gliiistian,  be  yourself  *  He  juet,*  i»»  tl»o 

true  and  Roman  sense  of  the  term,  •  be  just  anil 
fear  not.’  You  are  popular;  use  your  populari¬ 
ty  to  glorify  God,  not  to  gratify  self.”  “  Popu¬ 
lar,  (said  Willoughby,)  don’t  mention  it.  It 
cuts  me  to  the  heart.  In  the  country,  I  was 
not  so  popular,  but  I  was  happy  in  my  God.  1 
was  beloved,  I  was  doing  effective — lasting 
good.  1  had  much  physical  labour — 1  rode 
much  on  horseback,  but  my  fatigues  invigorated 
my  system.  There  I  was  not  called  on  for  so 
much’  mental  exertion.  Here  my  mind  cannot 
lie  fallow.  1  am  incessantly  called  on  for  du¬ 
ties.  If,  as  you  say,  I  am  popular,  I  have  pur¬ 
chased  my  popularity  at  a  dear  rate.  When, 
in  moments  of  despondency,  1  think  of  iny  re¬ 
tirement  at  Shenstone,  my  sweet  religious  ex¬ 
ercises,  my  literary  leisure  and  my  freedom 
from  envy  and  from  reproach,  I  say  almost  in 
the  language  of  Hassan,  the  wandering  camel- 
driver, 

*  Sad  was  the  hour,  and  luckless  was  the  day, 

M'hen  first  from  Shenstonc’s  plains  1  bent  my  way.’” 

“  W’illoughby,  (thought  I  to  myself,  as  I  walk¬ 
ed  slowly  from  his  door,)  Willoughby  is  a  fallen 
man.

If  it  be  said  that  this  goes  too  far,  as  the 
same  argument  would  exclude  the  prayer  after 
the  sermon,  I  believe  that  the  rubric  on  that  point 
is  entirely  silent,  and  that  this  matter  is  left  to 
the  discretion  of  the  minister.  1  confess  that 
the  genius  of  the  service  would  dictate  one  of 
the  following  courses — either  that  the  minister 
should  descend  from  the  pulpit  to  the  desk,  and 
there  conclude  with  prayer,  or  that  after  the 
sermon,  he  should  dismiss  the  people  immediate¬ 
ly  with  the  blessing. 

I  am  disposed  to  think,  however,  that  the 
practice  of  a  concluding  prayer  is  left  discre¬ 
tional,  for  the  rubric  is  silent.  If  I  rightly  in¬ 
terpret  the  various  rubrics  relating  to  the  sub¬ 
ject,  the  meaning  of  the  whole  is  as  follows: — 
After  the  sermon,  when  there  is  a  communion, 
the  minister  shall  descend  from  the  pulpit  to 
the  communion  table,  and  there  begin  with  the 
sentences,  &c.  and  go  on  to  the  contHusion.  But

Tuo  poor  to  form  a  Missionary  Society.—  Many  of  our 
country  parishes  are  stniggling  with  such  prodigious 
difficulties  in  endeavouring  to  support  their  own  mi¬ 
nister,  and  to  meet  the  other  expenses  of  the  church 
that  they  will  very  naturally  feci  that  it  would  be  next 
to  madness  to  attempt  forming  a  missionary  associa- 
!  tion,  even  to  meet  the  verj'  great  present  emergency 
*  of  our  general  missionary  operations.  Were  this  a 
mere  ordinary  business  transaction,  it  does  strike  us 
that  we  should  be  compelled  to  lay  aside  our  pens  for 
want  of  a  sufficient  answer.  But  the  subject  is  scrip, 
tural  and  religious,  and  rises,  therefore,  for  above  the 
level  of  mere  money  calculations.  The  appeal  is  to 
faith,  to  Christian  feeling,  and  warm-hearted  sympa¬ 
thies,  and  not  to  barren  and  very  inadequate  calcula- 
tions.  Ultimate  reliance  is  not  upon  what  the 
people  have,  or  think  they  can  spare,  but  upon  what 
the  Lord  of  the  whole  earth  can  give  them,  if  tlity 
have  a  mind  to  use  it  as  tlicy  ought.  For  all  these  rea¬ 
sons,  and  for  many  more  which  there  is  no  need  to 
mention,  we  shall  answer  the  objection  by  a  most  a-J. 
mirable  anecdote  substantially  authentic,  related  to  us 
recently  by  an  eastern  clergyman,  who  ministered  not 
many  years  ago  at  the  south  where  the  circumstance 
occurred. 

An  anxious,  retired,  and  diligent  country  clerg^-- 
man,  waited  upon  a  laypian  of  enkrged,  enlightcnel, 
and  tnily  Christian  views,  to  lay  before  him  the  case 
of  his  prostrated  and  embarrassed  parish.  “  If  we  can- 
not  raise  a  few  hundred  dollars,”  said  he,“to  pay  off  a 
small  debt  for  erecting  the  church,  it  will  be  impossi¬ 
ble  to  get  alon^.”  “  It  is  e.xceedingly  difficult,  ”  vas 
the  reply,  “  to  raise  money  abroad  for  these  purposes; 
cannot  a  subscription  be  raised  amongst  your  own  peo¬ 
ple  to  pay  off  the  debt?”  “  I  doubt,”  was  the  rejoinder, 

“  whether  twenty  dollars  could  be  collected  for  tlie 
purpose.”  The  friendly  adviser  well  knew  that  this 
could  not  be  owing  to  absolute  pecuniary  inability,  lie 
paused  a  moment  for  reflection,  and  then  asked,  verr 
irrelevantly  as  the  minister  tliought,  whether  he  had  a  | 
Bible  Society  in  his  parish?  “  No,”  said  he.  “  Well  | 
then,  go  home  and  set  about  forming  one  instantly.  If 
your  difficulties  are  not  surmounted  by  this  means, 
they  exceed  the  measure  of  my  wisdom.”  In  the  re¬ 
tirement  of  his  study  the  expedient  appeared  at  first 
to  the  good  clergyman  absolutely  hopeless,  lie  relied 
much,  however,  upon  the  wisdom  of  his  .adviser,  and 
reflected  that  it  w  as  at  any  rate  a  good  work,  and  the 
only  thing  w  hlch  could  relieve  his  sorrowful  reflections 
by  the  energy  of  action.  Accordingly  he  set  himscli 
diligently  to  work;  and  after  encountering  many  dltli- 
cullies,  succeeded  in  doing  something  for  the  Bibk 
cause  {  but  that,  though  a  blessed  thing,  he  ConsiilcrtJ 
as  a  mere  trifle,  when,  at  the  end  of  two  years,  he  an¬ 
nounced  with  inexpressible  animation  and  delight  tv 
h.s  noble  adviser,  that  his  church  w.as  paid  for,  an  or 
gptn  purchased,  his  family  made  more  comfortable  than 
ever,  and  that  all  the  affairs  of  the  parish  were  going 
on  most  admirably. 

It  seems  all  that  was  wanted  was  a  lively  interest  in 
religious  things.  This  lively,  strenuous,  personal  in-t 
terest  in  the  cause  of  our  Lord  and  Master,  obeys  tlu 
ordinary  laws  of  busy  agents,  it  is  increased  by  exer¬ 
tion. 

I.et  some  of  our  poor  parishes  who  cannot  pay  for 
churches  or  feci  unable  to  build  them;  who  have  no 
ministers,  or,  worse  still,  are  starving  those  they  have, 
try  the  experiment  of  getting  up  vigorous  and  inter 
esting  missionary  associations.

COLLECT  BEFOILE  SERMON. 

Mr.  Editor — Wherever  a  strict  conformity  to 
the  letter  of  the  rubrics  of  our  service  can  be 
maintained,  in  all  cases,  it  is  highly  desirable  that 
it  should  be  accomplished.  For  the  most  part,  I 
believe,  that  diversities  of  practice  relate  to  lit¬ 
tle  things,  and  that  by  a  knowledge  of  what  is 
practised  in  different  sections  of  the  church  in 
these  United  States,  and  a  free  interchange  of 
sentiments,  a  much  greater  degree  of  uniformity 
might  be  attained,  than  at  present  exists.  It 
is  perplexing  to  a  stranger  to  go  into  a  church 
and  find  some  diff'erent  custom  obtaining  from 
that  to  which  he  has  been  used  at  his  own 
home.  In  some  churches,  for  instance,  they 
begin  the  service  with  a  psalm  or  hymn — in 
others,  with  the  sentences;  both  practices  are, 
however,  entirely  conformable  to  the  Rubric. 
In  some  churches,  the  Gloria  Patri  is  used 
after  each  psalm  of  the  Psalter,  and  in  other 
churches,  only  after  the  whole  portion.  In 
some  churches,  the  occasional  prayers,  when 
required,  are  used  before  the  general  thanks¬ 
giving— in  others,  after.  In  some  Churches,  a 
selection  of  collects  is  used  before  the  sermon

A  free  and  friendly  discussion  of 
some  of  these  points,  may  bring  many  of  vary¬ 
ing  sentiments  much  nearer  together  than  they 
now  are,  and  most  probably  a  greater  degree  of 
uniformity  in  practice  may  be  the  result.
